In continuation of the correspondence on the subject ої the Venice Geographical Exhibi- 
tion, terminating with your No. 201, dated 19th May 1551, 1 have the honour to Фоли 
printed copy of a letter, dated 24th Осгоћег, from Haig, reporting on the duties he 
had performed, conjointly with General Sir Henry Thuillier and Captain Baird, as Commise 
sioners and Delegates of the Indiam Government at the Exhibition, also a set of four 
plotographs illustrating the contributions from India, which were taken under Colonel Haig's 
instructions, and are described in paragraph 1% of his reports also a copy of the General 
Italian Catalogue in two parts with a supplement, and of the кр inglish Cutalogae of 
the contributions of India and England, which are mentioned in paragraph 14; also the 

copies of the letters from the Писар which 
were supplied by Colonel Haig, and are alluded 
tw in his 35th paragraph. 

2. J trust an examination of these duenments will satisfy the Government, that the 
Indian Survey Department has been worthily represented at this most interesting Geogra- 
phical Congress. Рог my own part 1 feel much indebted to General Sir Henry Thuillier 
for his Кау co-operation and support, and to Colonel Haig and Captain Baird for their 
vigorous and.untiring efforts to do full e to the productions and scientific labours of 
this Department, both Geographical and  Geodetieal, whi ally deputed to 
exhibit. They also exhibited various charts of the Indian Marine Survey Department, 
and, at the request 01 the Home Government, all the contributions of the British Govern- 
ment and Colonics. But their chief labour were in connection with the contributions 


from India which appear to hie largely exceeded those from all other portions of the British

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Tt was, therefore, very fortunate that our scetion of the Exhibition could not be 
veommodated in the Royal Palace, where such a happy effect could not have been attained. 
И was fortunate also for other reasons. The flour being within а few inches of a well-trodden 
path, | was able to exhibit all the theodolites and levels to great advantage. Thad the floor 
eut and а solid masonry pillar built in the ground for the great theodolite, affording it perfect 
insulation ; and Гог each foot of the other instruments J cut a hole in the floor, about 4 inches 
square, and cunk a strong square peg in the ground, the head of which was about an inch 
below the tlooring—aTonling them also good insulation, as well as protection against any 
slight со rcussion, for the feet were each inside u countersunk enclosure.

25. Geography being so very comprebensive a scienee, the Exhibition of course contained 
many objects interesting to any general observer, and very many specially interesting to me j 
Dut 1 must here confine myself to those connected with our particular branch of geography, 
and on these I purpose writing a separute memorandum for your consideration, For instance,"

THEORETICAL INSTRUOTION AT THE FOREST SCHOOL, DEHRADUN. 


The following is published for gencral information :— 

Joint Report on the first course of theoretical instruction at the Central Forest 
School, Dehra Dun, by D. Branpts, Esq., Inspector General of Foresta, 
and Major Е. BAILEY, R.E., Director of the Forest School,—daled Dehra 
Duin, the 8rd October 1881. . 

Ix the Joint Memorandum of the 11th April 1831, proposals were submit- 
ted regarding the arrangements required for the first course of theoretical 
instruction. As this course is about to close, it will now be expedieut to ro- 
view what has been done in this respect. The course commenced on tho 10th 
July, and is expected to close on the 10th October. In future years it will 
occupy the full time of four months; but оп account of the heavy work con- 
nected with fire protection in June, we find it more convenient to commence 
the course’ on the 156 July, and not, as was originally proposed, on the 1% 
June. 

Studenta present at the School. 


2. The students, who attended the course, were of two classes,—the regu- 
lar students, styled Probationers and Apprentices, and officers who are permit- 
ted to come from other provinces to attend the course. The regular students 
attended the entire course, while the officers were at Dehra Dun only for one 
month, from the 15th August to the 15th September, as originally intended. 
One only of the officers, Mr. Foster, of the Central Provinces, has, at the 
request of his Conservator, been permitted to stay 
a longer* time at the school. 

3. Of the regular students five belonged to the class of Probationcr and 
seven were Apprentices. Of the Apprentices, two were found unsuitable, and 
were sent back to their respective provinces. It may here ho stated that it is 
expected that, of the Probationers, three will get the superior certificate on 
completing their time, while two cannot expect to obtain more than the Forest 
langer's certificate, One of the Probationers, Mr. Lowrie, is опа! 
position, having been in eharge of. the Sahamnpur Forest Division ever since 
pal last. He retained charge of the Division during the course of instruc- 

ion. 

4. Of the Apprentices one only has completed his time of two years at the 
school, and it is expected that ho will get the Forest, Ranger's certificate. The 
otners hive not yet completed the prescribed time. A list of the students who 
attended the course is appended to the present Report. 1 will be noticed that 
all regular students, with the exception of Mr. Lowrie, are Natives of India of 
pure Asiatic descent, and this is what was intended from the beginning.

Surveying is only taught to Apprentices, and five of these are expected shortly 
to attain the lower standard. 

During the time that Mr. Baden-Powell delivered 98 lectures on Law, the 
instrüction in Mathematics and Surveying was suspended. 

Botany.—By Mr. Duthie, Superintendent of the Gardens, Saharanpur, one 
hour and а half daily, during two months, from the 18th July to the 18th 
September, for the regular students; and one hour a day for the officers’ 
class. The officers from other provinces, and two officers of the local staf, 
Messrs. Litehfield and Murray, attended the general class in Botany, After 
Mr. Duthie had left, Mr. Brandis continued the instruction in Botany twice а 
weok with all students, until the end of September. 

Natural Scieuce.—Vlements of Chemistry and Physics, by Dr. Warth, one 
hour a day for the regular students. 

Chemical Practice.—By Dr. Warth, two hours п day for advanced students, 

Elements of Daw—By Мг. Baden-Powell, onc hour а day from the 23rd 
August to the 10th September. 

Phe law lectures were attended by all officers of the local staff in addition 
to the regular stud and the officers from other provinces. In order to 
make sure that the regular students profited by these leetures, опе of the junior 
оШее (Mr. Broun) was employed in repeating with them the subject of each 
lecture.

‘This, with the working up of the notes at home, was found to be quite 
sufficient for the men, and it will probably always be found desirable not to ex- 
tend the time of instruction at the school heyond six hours a day.

Tt was at first intended that the officers should also attend Dr. Warth's in- 
struction in Chemistry and Physics, but this was found to be too much, and 80 
the idea was abandoned. 

Examination and Note-books. 

7. In the case of the regular students, oral examinations were held once 
a fortnight, in Forestry and Botany, and gencrally the instruction was 80 
arranged tha cach lesson commenced with a repetition ої the subjects taugl t 
in the preceding lesson. For the officers’ class an oral examination was pel 
once a week by Mr. Brandis, in Forestry and Botany, and by Mr. Badon-Powel 
in Law. 

Great attention was paid to the notc-books, so that aach’student will cary 
away with him a complete set of notes for cach subject of istruction. 

Beginning with August last, а system ої monthly reports regarding each 
Probationer and Apprentice was established, and it is proposed to continue ths 
tom ої monthly reports for all regular students during the course of t i 
well as theoretical instruction. А сору. ої one of these rep?

commencement has been made, by Messrs. Fisher and Fernandez, to бри ар 
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with the aid of other Forest officers, for use at the school, a manual of Sylvi- 
culture, which it is hoped will be completed next year. 

For Botany the chicf manual used is Oliver’s first book of Indian Botany, 
while the “ Forest Flora of North-West aud Central India” facilitates the 
study of the natural orders and genera to which the principal Indian forest 
trees appertain. Mr. Gamble's “ Manual of Indian Timbers,” which is about 
to be published, will facilitate the study of the structure of timber, 

9. For the elements of Chemistry, Mr. Roscoo’s excellent little book, 
“ Lessons in Elementary Chemistry" is used, and for Physical Geography, 
Blanford’s “ Rudiments of Phy: Geography for Indian Schools.” 

The instruction given by Dr. Warth is partly practical in the laboratory, 
partly theoretical in the lecture room. In the laboratory nothing more has 
yet been attempted than the qualitative analysis of simple substances, of soils 
and ashes. Besides this, the preparation of chemicals for the laboratory and 
lecture room has furnished instructive employment. for the students. 

In the lecture room the difficulty was to make а good seleetion of subjects. 
This seagon’s experience has shown the following to be а good plan, and it is 
proposed to follow it in future years :— 

I.—Non-metallic elements. 
1I.—Metals (only the most important). 

TIL—A few selected subjects of organic Chemistry, vèz., 
Cyanogen compounds. 
Alcohal and Ether. 
Organic acids. 
lIydrocarbons (sugur, gum, starch, cellulose). 
Tannin. 
Indigo. 
Phenol (earbolic acid). 
Resins and Turpentine. 
Vegetable alkaloids. 
Albuminous substances. 

Into this frame-work of theorctical Chemistry are interwoven, whenever 
practicable, remarks regarding tho practical application of Chemistry in the 
arts and manufactures, the nutrition and life of plants, as well as the charac- 
tors and distribution of the more important minerals, and their utilization. 

Once or twice a week, as was found to be most convenient with reference 
to the preparation necessary for experiments, the entire hour was devoted to 
seloctod chapters of elementary Physics, and their application to the life of 
plants or to the arts and manufactures, the following being the chief subjects 
selected : 

Gravitation. 

Endosmose and Exosmose, and the movements of liquids in narrow tubes. 

The properties of gases and the pressure ої the air. Sound. Пе. 

Light, the first elements only ; sufficient to explain the properties of lenses, 
and the composition of the sun-light. 

The magnetic needle, and a few demonstrations of frictional and galvanic 
electricity and of clectro-maynetism. 

By a course of lectures thus arranged, students acquire a knowledge of 
the elements of Chemistry and Physi they learn to know the more common 
minerals, and to understand the more important processes used in the arts and 
manufactures, which are based upon tho application of science. 

After some further experience has been gained, it will probably be con- 
"venient to draw up a syllabus of the subjects to be included in this standard 
course on natural science. 

> The publication of Mr. Baden-Powell’s hand-hook will greatly facilitate 
the stady'of Forest Law. 


Building. Apparatus. Collections. 

107 Tho building which has been purchased for the Forest School has 
answered its purpose admirably. 

In the upper story are located the office of the Conservator of Forests, 
gf the Forest Survey, and the colleetion of maps. On the ground floor are 
two largo class Booms, the library, the rooms of the Director and other officers, 
the ‘office of tho Working-plan Branch, the collection of forest tools, minerals, 
woods aud other forest produce, and the herbarium. 
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A small detached building has been converted into а laboratory. It Баз 
been fitted up, aud is now well adaptod for the purpose. 

:11. The Forest School possesses a rich collection of Indian woods, which 
was specially made for it at the' time whon the specimens sent to the Paris 
Exhibition of 1878 were prepared. 

The collection of minerals is very good, thanks to thegcady aid given by 
Mr. Medlicott, the Superintendent of the Geological Survey, in procuring the 
specimens. 

Tho herbarium contains а large number of specimens of Indian trees and 
shrubs, the foundation being a most, valuable collection of specimens presented 
to the school by Mr. Gamble, Officiating Conservator of Forests, Bengal. 

While at Dehra Dun, Mr. Duthie kindly devoted a great part of the day 
to the arrangement of the herbarium. It is now in very good order, and may 
be used for determining specimens of most trees and shrubs of North India, 
which may be sent to it. 


Cost of establishing the Forest School. 

12. The house was purchased in 1879 for Rs. 20,000, and the repairs 
and necessary alterations, together with the drainage of the compound, as 
far as they were executed. by the Public Works Department, have Rs. 
13,200 more. The conversion of the small detached building into a laboratory 
cost Rs. 1,500; for other out-buildings, culverts to drains, &e., Rs, 1,800; 
for chemicals, chemical apparatus, minerals, Rs. 2,200 were expended ; the 
outlay for books has been about Rs. 1,900, and for furniture and matting Rs. 
2,400. ‘Lhe capital outlay incurred in establishing this institution therefore 
has been about. Rs. 43,000, 

In the Memorandum ої the 1st September 1877, in which the establishment 
of the Contral Forest School was recommended, the only capital outlay men- 
tioned was for the purchase of the house (Rs. 26,000), and this estimate did not 
provide for the formation of the laboratory and the other outlay mentioned 
above. 

13. The first course of theoretical instruction to which the present Report 
relates has caused some extraordinary temporary expenditure, consisting of the 
special allowance granted to Mr. Duthie for two months (total Rs. 1,400), ва 
well'as the charge allowance of Hs. 100 a month granted to the head ‘gardener 
left in charge of the Saharanpur Gardens, or a total of Rs. 1,600. There are 
also the travelling allowances drawn by the officers permitted to visit Dehra for 
study, and of the officers deputed to Dehra Dun to superintend and assist in 
teaching, namely, the Inspector General of Forests, Dr. Schlich, and Mr. 
Baden-Powell. ‘These amounts cannot yet exactly be stated, but they will not 
exceed Ks. 3,400 ; so that the extraordinary nt outlay оп account of the 
first year’s course of instruction has been within Rs. 5,000. 

11. This extraordinary temporary outlay was necessary during tho present 
season, in order to provide for instruction in Botany and Law, and generally 
to ensure л good arrangement of the course of instruction at tho outset. Ава 
necessary consequence, in order to utilise these special means of instruction 
provided, a namber ог officers were permitted to come from other provinces, in 
order to attend the instructions in Forestry, Law and Botany. 

It would bo vory useful if Mr. Baden-Powell could bo spared for three 
weeks, during the term of 1832, to deliver another course of lectures on Law; 
but after that, and after his manual has been published, it will be possible to 
arrange for one of the officers of the local staff to undertake tho instruction in 
this subject. ^" 

15. As regards permission to bo granted to officers from other pro- 
vines to attend the course of instruction, we are inclined to recommend that 
the practice should not bo discontinued, but that none should be permitted to 
come who do not spontaneously apply for the privilege; and we suggest that 
it be made known that applications for such permission must bo gubmittéd 
before the 1st April of cach year to the Conservator, who should, in the casé of 
those applications which ho may desire to support, after communicating with 
the Director of the Forest School, submit them to his Government for m 
We recommend that officers permitted, to come should arrive at un 
on the 15jh. Jun and remain until the Ist September. This ‘year they Were 
hore from the 15th August until the 15th September, which was inoonvet

во far as, owing to the sudden breaking up of the rains, the latter part of this 
season was extremely feverish, and most of the officers who had come from 
other provinces suffered considerably from fever. 

The advantage for officers, who have not proviously had any scientific 
education, of getting an opportunity for becoming acquainted with the elements 
of Foresty, Botany, Law, Chemistry and Physies is exceedingly great, and we 
are of opinion that the Forest, School should continue to be utilised in this 
direction. 








Future arrangements. 


16. Wo consider it а. greai advantage that the Forest School has, as regards 
the number of students admitted, been permitted to grow slowly. Eventually 
there is no doubt that the number will be very large, probably 15 to 25 in cach 
year’s course, or a total number of 30 to 50 at Dehra Dun during the term of 
theoretical instruction. But it is essential that the number should grow gra- 
dually, so as to afford time for publishing the needful manuals and Гог perfect- 
ing the methods of teaching. 

17. Before next year’s theoretical є 
what instruction is to be given to the stude 
experienco has taught us that the best plan for Forestry, Botany and 
Natural Science will Бо to establish a standard course, to which six hours a week 
are to be devoted during the term of four months. Of this time, four hours 
should be devoted to teaching, and (wo hours a week to repetition. As regards 
Forestry, this standard course will consist ¢ of sylvieulture. For Botany 
the standard course should consist of two parts: 

First, the general part, comprising the anatomical structure of plants, 
their nutrition, growth and development, and the organisation of phanerogu- 
mous plants, with so much of botanical terminology аз is absolutely indispon- 
sable. 

Second, the special part, comprising the cssential characters of the 
principal forest trees, as well as of the genera and natural orders under which 
they are classified. ^ 

In Natural Science the standard course will comprise the subjects mon- 
tioned above in paragraph 9. As in the case of Forestry, four hours should be 
devoted to teaching, and two hours a week to repetitions for Botany and 
Natural Science. 

In the same way a standard course of the elements of Law should be 
established, which however would not oceupy more than two hoursa week. 

18. In our opinion the best plan will be to let the students of the second 
year attend the standard course on Forestry, Botany, Natural Science and Law 
a second time by way of repetition, and in addition to this to employ them in the 
laboratory, and to teach them selected subjects which are not included in the 
standard course. 

As regards Surveying, it should be arranged that students pass by the 
lower standard before entering upon the second year’s course. Mathematics 
should be taught both in the first and in the second year’s course,

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Thus, the mon of the first year will have on an average 54, and those of 
the segond усаг 64 hours a day. But it must bo remembered that the men of 
the second year attend tho standard course in. four branches a second time by 
way of repetition, and that hence their work will be easier. 

19. Among the additional subjects to be selected foe the second year’s 
course may be named the following :—In Botaiy, structure of timber, micros- 
copie demonstrations to illustrate the anatomical structure of plants and the 
germination and :lopment of seeds of the principal forest trees. 

In Natural Science, the elements of Physical Geography, Metcorology 
and Geology, manufacture of catechu, lac, potash, charcoal, and the secondary 
products ot the dry distillation of wood ; iron making and other metallurgical 

rocesses in which charcoal is employed. As regards Chemical Practice, we 

lesire to draw attention to the great advantage of teaching all students the use 
of the blow-pipe. Other chemical apparatus cannot he carried about iu camp, 
but a blow-pipe with the needful appliances can easily be carried, and its use 
will enable officers to continue their studies in а pleasant manner after leaving 
the school. 

Of the second year’s students, two of the most promising should always be 
selected—one to actas assistant to Dr. Warth in the laboratory and at the 
lectures, and the other to act as assistaut (о the instructor in botany, to assist 
him in collecting specimens for the lectures, and otherwise. 











Meteorological Olsercatory. 

20. It is intended eventually to establish. two corresponding stations, ono 
in the forest and the other outside, to determine the effect of the forest upon 
temperature, dew, rainfall and percolation, This plan it has not yet been pos- 
sible to earvy out, but as a preliminary step, tho apparatus to measure the water 
which percolates through the surface soil at а dopth of 6 feet has been set up 
in the compound of the Forest School; and аз this class of experiment is quite 
new, it has been decided to set up a second apparatus, identical with the first, 
in another portion of the compound, and to defer the comparative observations 
inside the forest and outside, until the apparatus has been tested by а sorieg of 
comparative observations in two similar localities near cach other, and until, if 
necessary, the arrangements have been altered so as to give useful results. 

21. It has also becu decided to set up a complete set of instruments in the 
Forest School compound, and to make regular observations which, like the 
results of the percolation experiment, will be reported to the Meteorological 
Reporter to the Government of India, and will be compared with the observa- 
tions made in the neighbouring compound of the Surveyor General's Office. In 
this manner observers can be trained, and when this has been done, it will be 
possible to commence the observations in the forest, which must necessarily be 
at some distaneo from Dehra Dun. 

22. Weare of opinion that Dr. Warth, who has charge of these сЪвегув- 
tions, should at an early date, visit the Meteorological Observatory at Alipore, 
near Calcutta; and he should use this opportunity to visit the Museum of the 
Geological Survey, and confer with Mr. Medlicott and other officers of that 
Survey regarding the steps to be taken for completing the mineralogical col- 
lections and the laboratory, and also regarding iron making in the forests, and 
the improvements which may bo made іп the Native system of iron smelting. 
It may here he mentioned that Mr. Smythies, the officer in charge of the Jaunsér. 
Forest Division, has, with Dr. Warth's advice and assistance, commenced iron 
making in some of the hill forests, with the view of utilizing refuse deodar and 
the timber or other pines. 
























Forest Garden. 

23. A forest garden was established last year on a piece of ground messur- 
ing 4) acres, which has been selected on the Ambari road, two miles from the 
school. The ground admits of irrigation and is otherwise very suitable, but 
its distance from the school is a drawback, and there is a proposal to obtain 
from the Municipality, on favourable terms, a large piece immediately adjoin- 
ing the school. 

Without at present entering into the question whether this piece. near the 
school would be suitable, it will be useful briefly to state the chief objeoté of 
the forest garden attached to the school. These are;—JFiret, ex) і 
cultivation оЁ exotic trees and shrubs; second, distribution of plants; third, 
provision of specimens to illustrate the instruction at the school. „ву и сајта] 
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experiments regarding tho cultivation of forest treos on a large scale, thinning, 
pruning and other matters, have no place in ihe forest garden ; they must be 
made in selected places in the forest. 

For а long time to come we fear that there will be very little hope for the 
distribution of plants from Dehra Dun, and hence the seedlings raised, which 
cannot otherwise be utilized, must be planted out in the fore: 

Accordingly, at present, the provision of specimens to illustrate the in- 
struction at the school is the most important object of the forest garden, and 
for this purpose it is desirable to raise a few specimens of ewch ої the more 
important trees or shrubs of India in a locality as near аб hand as possible. 

















Conclusion. 

24. The experience gained during the first term of theoretical instruction 
has convinced us that, besides imparting instruction to students who are work- 
ing for the Forest Ranger’s certificate, as well as to others, the school may 
reasonably be expected to maintain an important position in developing the 
science of forestry in India. The attempt to teach forestry, and the auxiliary 

ces as applied to forestry, will compel officers to arrange the facts regard- 
ing the growth of trees and the conditions which affect the development of 
forests in а systematic manner. , This must lead to a closer scrutiny of tho 
state of our knowledge in this respect, and it will induce officers to make 
observations and experiments in a mor iematie manner. ‘The truth of the 
saying docendo discimus, “we own by teaching,” has been confirmed by the 
experience gained in teaching at the Forest School. 

It ів in our opinion most desirable that the Director and the officers of the 
Forest School staff should have ample opportunities, whenever such enn. he 
done without interfering with their work, of seeing forests in different circles 
and provinces, and of becoming acquainted with the system of management 
followed. Such opportunities will readily be furnished by the work of the 
Forest Survey and the Working-plan Branch, the operations of which will 
ally extend over the whole of the provinees under the Governmont of

During this period of 
three months instruction was imparted to five Probationers and seven Арргеп- 
tices by the officers attached to the School, assisted by specially qualiticd offi- 
cers who were temporarily deputed to deliver lectures on certain branches of 
study. The course comprised instruction in stry, Mathematics, Surveying 
Botany, Natural Science, Chemical Practice, and the Elements of Law. 

Seven officers of the superior staff of the Forest Department who had been 

originally appointed in India, and had not previously received any svientific 
education, were also permitted by their respective Governments to attend the 
course for short periods. 
2, A complete Report on the results of the Session has now been drawn np by 
the Inspector General of For and by the Director of the Forest School, and is 
cireulated fo al information with the present o The Governor 
General in Council considers that the Report is satisfactory. ‘The school 
buildings have been completed аб a moderate cost and are now provided with 
, laboratory and herbarium, with a valuable collection of minerals, 
and other forest produce, which will be a useful addition to the 
means of instruction. available to the student Though the number 
of pupils at present on the rolls isnot very large, it, has been wisely 
determined that the growth of the school should’ be gradual, so as to 
give time for the perfecting of the appliances and arrangements nocessary 
for the special instruction to be imparted. The course of studies has been care- 
fully considered, and with the extensions contemplated. may be expected to 
secure the objects of the institution in educating the natives of India in the 
science of Forestry. Jt seems to the Government of India that something may 
be done by Ше bestowal of prizes at the “close of cach session, to give greater 
encouragement to the ordinary students of the school. he Inspector General 
of Forests is authorized to arrange for the award of prizes to the most success- 
ful students, up to a limit ої Rs. 200 per annum, Provision for this should be 
made in the Budget, Estimate of the Forest Department of the North-Western, 
Provinces and Oudh. E 

3. The arrangements to be made in 1882 for Law Lectures and ay other 
special courses ean best be considered in June next, when the Inspector General 
of Forests should submit definite proposals, But, in the meantime, the Goyer- 
nor General in Council is pleased to intimate his approval of the recommenda- 
tion contained in paragraph 15 of the Report, that the plan followed this year 
of sending officers from other provinces to attend the course of instruction at 
the school under certain conditions should be continued ; and it іж hoped that 
the Local Governments will endeavour to spare as many junior officers ns possi- 
ble of the class most likely to benefit by the instruction given.

The Поп е Mr. Storrs moved that the further Report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill (о define and amend the law relating to Private Trusts 
and ‘Trustees be taken into consideration, He said that since he last had the 
honour of addressing the Council оп this Bill, it had heen twice vevised by a 
Згісев Committee, at first composed of the Hon'ble Mr. Gibbs and himself, and 
then of the Hon'ble Messrs. Gibbs, Evans, Crosthwaite and himself, his how ble 
friend the Malviraji Jotíndra ore, to his regret, being unable to assist 
them owing to his other avoc пе Committee had left the Bill in subh- 
stance as it was settled by the Indian Jaw Commission, But it had made five 
changes which he would briefly state to the Council. 

‘Phe Bill, as originally drawn and as settled hy the Indian Law Commis- 
sioners, applied to the whole of British. India. Now, the Government of India 
had no desire to bring this Bil! into operation in any part of India against the 
wishes of the Local Government. The Committee had, therefore, made the Bill 
to extend in the first instance only to the territori pectively administered by 
the Governor of Madras in Council, the Licutenant-Governors of the North- 
Western Provinces and the Panjib, and the Со Commissioners of Oudh, the 
Central Provinces, Coorg and Assam; and they had given power to the other 
Local Governments to extend й. by notification to any part of the territories re- 
spectively under their administration. 

Section 20, in dance with a suggestion of the Bombay Tigh Court, 
enumerated the «ceurities on which trustees might properly invest trust-funds. 
The learned Chief Justice of Bombay Вай pointed out that the most ordinary 
and popular investment among Native trustees (at least in the Bombay mufas- 
sal) was an investment of money with the firms of shroffs or meschants of good 
reputo to run at interest. To proseribe this form of investment, as the ВШ as 
introduced practically did, would, in Sir М. Westropp's opinion, cause much 
inconvenience. Similar kinds of investment might also occur in other parts 
of India. ‘The Committee had, therefore, in section 20, clause (Г), provided that 
money held m trust might be invested on any seeurity expressly authorized by 
any rule which the High Court might from time to time preseribe in this 
behalf. М 

« Ai the suggestion of the British Indian Association, tho Committee had 
expressly provided, in section 41 of tho Bill, that the income of property held in 
мъ Я a minor might be applied for the reasonable expenses ої his religious 
worship. 

After section 42 they had inserted a section taken, with some slight modi- 
fication, from the Property Act, 1881 (44 & 45 Vic., c. 41), and declaring the

No objections to the Bill had been received since if was republished last 
July, except those contained in a memorial from the British Indian Association, 
dated the 9th December, 1881. The Committee, and especially the Hon'ble 
Mr. Evans and himself, had carefully examined this memorial and adopted 
two of the suggestions which it contained. But they were unable to adopt its 
other recommendations, most of which were, as seemed to them, founded on a 
misconception of what the law of trusts really was, as applied to Natives by the 
lligh Courts.

GrxrRAL Reaarxs.—In Bengal the rice harvest is nearly over with a good average out- 
turn; but the rabi is much in need of rain in Moorshedabad, Purneah, Durlhanga, Hazaribagh, 
and neighbouring districts. The irr d crops in the North-Western Provinces and Оп 
promise a good yield, but in the eastern half of the province the unirrigated lands are suffering 
for want of the usual winter rai Ти the Punjab harvest prospects are reported to be fuvour- 
able, aud similar reports are received from Rajputana, Central India, the Ceutral Provinces, 
Mysore, Coorg, the Berars, und Hyderabad 

Та Bombay the early crops are being reaped in parts, and elsewhere the radi is doing well 
except in Ahmednagar, Nasik, and parts of Dharwar where searcity of water is much felt. 

There has been no cain during the past week in the Madras Presidency; the harvest is pro- 
greasing apd the yield promises to be an average one. 

To Assam harvesting is iu progress, and in British Burma it has closed, the yield being 
good and abundant. 

Small-pox and cholera nre more or less prevalent thronghout India, bui have nowhere 
assumed a severe epidemic form, and the general health of the people remains good.

SEDITIOUS PUBLICATIONS BILL. 
The Ноп’Ые Mr. Grass moved that the Report of the Select Committee 


on the Bill to amend the law relating to Seditious Publications bo taken into 
consideration, 


The Hon'ble Mr. Hunrer said that, after the lucid statement made by the 
Hon'ble Member, the Mover of the Resolution, when he introduced the Bill, he 
should not venture to detain the Council at any length. But there-were опе ог 
two considerations which made him desirous of supporting this measure by more 
than a merely silent vote. During six years, from 1869 to 1875, it formed part 
of his duty to examine, week Бу weck, the contents of the Native Press. ‘The 
experience then gained led him to certain definite conclüsions ; and he believed 
that the Bill which the Council were asked to pass today would, notwithstand- 
ing its brevity, be accepted as an indication of the sentiments of the Council 
towards several questions of permanent importance to the people.: The Hon'ble 
Member, the introducer of the Bill, had explained the circumstances whicli ted 
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to the passing of Act IX of 1878, the Act which the present Bill would repeal. 
In that year the Government of India deemed it needful, in the public interest, 
to obtain from the legislature special powers for repressing seditious and 
threatening writings in the Vernacular Press, Ми. Hunter confessed that, 
after peruging the published evidence, he was one of those who deplored that. 
such powers should have been deemed necessary. But for this very reason he 
thought that he, and others who like himself regretted that repressive powers 
were then found needful, should now acknowledge the forbearance with Which 
those powers had been used. There were no returns before the Council to show 
how far the Vernacular Press Act of 1573 had been resorted to in the several 
Presideneies and Provinces. But, after inquiry in the proper quar! 
he was correct, in saying that in only one instance had the repressive clausés of 
that Act been made use of against any newspaper. Now, the Council must 
remember that not fewer than 230 journals were regularly published ‘in 
the Native languages, and that any ‘one of these newspapers might, by 
the exercise of the powers granted to the Executive іп 1878, е been 
brought under the operation ої the Act. The fact that in only one ease 
had even a warning been issued to а Native newspaper under the Aet 
sufficed to show the extreme reluctance with which the Executive had 
availed itself of the powers vested in it during the past four years. Госса, if 
he was rightly informed, so serious was the desire to avoid the possibility of un- 
due severities, that, shortly after the passing of the Act, orders were issued tc 
all Local Governments not to have recourse to it in any ease without the pr 
vious sanction of the Government of Indi If, therefore, the Couneil resolved 
to-day to repeal the Vernacular Press Асі of 1873, it would not do зо heenuse 
the provisions of the Act had been harshly enforced. For himself, he would 
vote for the repeal of that Act, пої to correct апу temporury misuse of the 
repressive powers which it vested in the Executive with regard to the Vernacular 
Press, but because he believed that such repr e powers should not, form a 
part of the permanent law of the land. 






















































Мк. Huyvrer thought, however, it would be a subject for regret, if it were 
supposed that, in repealing the Vernacular Press Act, the Council were cither 
negligent of the rights of individuals who might be calumniously attacked, or 
careless of the true interests of the State. The Aet of 1878 was directed against 
two classes of seditious or threatening writings. Tt provided against such 
writings in the Vernacular Press within British India, and against the import- 
ation of such publications from beyond the British frontier. — Cireumstane 
might arise which would render this latter provision a very important опо. Тие 
provision was therefore reproduced by the present Bill, 























a clause to be added 
to the Post Office Act. It was to be read in connexion with the general chapter 
of the Sea Customs Act which dealt with contraband articles. Under see- 
tion 19 of the Sea Customs Act, the bringing in of books published in foreign 
countries, with a view to stirring up sedition in British India, might now be 
dealt with as contraband in the strict sense of the word, that is, ач “contrary 
to а proclamation.” Henceforti the introduction of disloyal writings froin 
beyond the frontier lost the dignity of a political offence, and sank into one 
of those degraded classes of commerce which included the importation of 
spurious coin, of obscene books or pictures, and of goods bearing counterfeit 
trademarks. 

As regarded seditious or threatening writings in the Vernacular Press puh- 
lished within India, the repealing Bill pursued a different course. Tt made no 
special provision for such writings, and so left them to be dealt with у the 
ordinary law. But that law, as expressed in the three chapters of the Penal 
Code on Offences against the State, Defamation, and Criminal Intimidation or 

oyance, was a sufficiently stringent опе. The Indian Penal Code punished 
such offences by terms of imprisonment many times longer than any term which 
could be awarded undgrthe Vernacular Press Aet. Each of those offences was 
also punishable under the Penal Code by a fine which might be unlimited in 
"Amount, во long as it was not excessive. What the repealing Bill did was, not 
to mitigate the penalties for seditious or threatening writings in the Vernagu- 
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lav Press, but to replace sucu offences under the cognizance of the regular 
tribunals 

“He did not think, therefore, it could be alleged that the Bill made undue 
concessions, or that if, tampered with the legal safeguards for private reputations 
or for the public safety. At the same time, he believed that it would substan. 
tially improve the position of the Vernacular Press. I$ practically intimated 
that the profession of the native journalist was no longer regarded with suspi. 
cion by the Government. H set free his implements of trade from the menace 
of confiscation under law. Lt told him that he was henceforth trusted 
to carry on his industry, subject only to the samo judicial procedure and to the 
same laws as those umler which his fellow-citizens followed their respective 
callings. 

There was, however, another 
now secured to the native journ а heavier responsibility to 
use that liberty ght. "Шо believed that the great proportion of native 
journalists throughout India would prove themselves. worthy of unrestricted 
freedom. But he was compelled to add, that certain members of their profes. 
sion had still much to Jearn, in. regard to what was due, alike to the just sus. 
eoptibilities of those on whom they commented, and to the dignity of their own 
calling. Tle would he a false friend to the Native Press, if he pretended that it 
had yet attained to that sobriety of judgment and temperance in tone, or to 
those high standards of public responsibility, which its well-wishers hoped io 
sce it reach. In countries where the rise of journalism had been rapid, the 
power of the Press hail usually tended, for a time, to inerease more quickly 
than the capacity for employing that power wisely or well. Eyen in England 
this was, at one period, the case. “The people of Great Britain,” said Mr. 
Danvers in 1738, “are governed by a power that never was heard of as a 
supreme authority in any age or country before. Tt is the government of the 
Press. The stuff which our weekly papers are filled with is received with 
er reverence than Acts of Parliament, and the sentiments of one cf these 
s have more weight with the multitude than the opinion of the best 
sian in the kingdom." 

The vise of Anglo-Indian Journalism at the end of the last century disclosd 
a somewhat similar state of things. Any one who examined the materials for 
the early history of the Indian Press would be compelled to the conclusion, that 
the Anglo-Indian journalist occupied, for some time, a larger position in the 
public mind and in the official imagination, than he was entitled to cither by 
his talents or his integ Yet during that very time, and indeed for more 
than fifty years, the Anglo-Indian journalist did his daily work under tho ter- 
rors of confiscation. fine, imprisonment and deportation. More than one of the 
pioneers of British journalism in India edited his paper from within the walls of 
а jail. Even affer these rigours had fallen into disuse, the Anglo-Indian Press 
still remained disaffected so long as the repressive regulations remained unre- 
pealed. Tt was not until Sir Charles Metcalfe, in 1835, gave the sanction of 
law to the liberty of the Press, that Anglo-Tndian journalism became loyal. 
А noble hall, ecntaining the greatest public library in India, commemo- 
rated, within a few hundred paces of the Council Chamber, Lord Metcalfe's 
repeal of the Gagging Act, and bore his name. But his trae monument was to 
be found in the influence for good which а free Anglo-Indian Press now 
wielded throughoyt the length and the breadth of the land. 

The Oouncil could not reasonably expect from the Vernacular Press 3 
higher standard of moderation or of public spirit than was found in British 
and in Anglo-Indian journalism at the same early stago of their development. 
The experience of many countries proved that, before journalists rea 
their responsibility, they were apt to write а good deal that was foolish and 
hurtful. But experience also proved that in Great Britain and her ndencies 
this state of things could not now be met by repressive regulations. It was 
worth while to bear with the wild growth of immature journalism for the sake 
of its ripened fruits, When that wild growth led to offénces against individ. 
or the State, the Penal Code was strong enough to vindicate private reputations 
and the public honour, But in dealing with pe Vernacular Press thate were 
three influences which the Council could invoke, more powerfal, 
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more continuous in their action, than any punitive laws. There was, in the first 
place, a large intelligent section of the Vernacular Press its The edi ors of 
such journals knew perfectly well that they were the chief sufferers, both in 
reputation and pocket, from а low tone among their contemporaries. № wes 
their interest, alike from a political and a pecuniary point of view, to raise the 
standard of the whole Vernacular Press. If they set a high example, their less 

instructed brethren would sooner or later follow their lead. Рог nothing was 
more contagious among the members of a profession than respectability. The 
Native Press had an opportun'ty now which it never had before. For, after all, - 
icf organ of representation in India, and never before was 80 

те evineed by the Government to give representative institutions 

а fair trial. The Indian Press was a Parliament always in session, and to which 

every Native was eligible who had anything to say that was worthy of bding 

heard. The Vernacular journalists should realise two things. Tf they now 

used their liberty aright they would strengthen the hands of those who wished 

10 foster the popular element in the administration. But if they abused their 

liberty, they would furnish a most powerful argument for postponing the fur- 

ther development of representative institutions in India. Й 

Another influence from which the Council might hope much, was to Те 
found among the powerful body of Native journalists who conducted their 
papers, not in the Vernacular dialects, but in the English tongue, During the 
past four years this class of what he might call Anglo-Native journalists, had 
fought the battle of their Vernacular brethren. They themse! у not 
affected by the Press Act of 1878, but they had never permitted their personal 
immunity to temper their condemnation ої what they таей as ан inequi- 
table law. Ву acting as the advocates of the Vernacular Press when it stood in 
need of defenders, they had acquired the right to he the counsellors of the Ver- 
nacular Press in the day of its emancipation, They were well aware that 
personalities and violent writing still formed the besetting temptations of У 
nacular journalism. The Vernacular Press owed its rise to the controvers 
between rival erecds during the first half of this century. Until within the 
past thirty years most of the Vernacular newspapers were з n rather than 
political in character, and many of them still retained the taint of their polemic- 
al origin. The Anglo-Native journals formed the advance guard of ‘the 
Native Press; but their effective power largely depended upon the conduct and 
discipline of the main Vernacular body behind. They knew that the approval 
of the Press was, in England, one of the chief incentives to publie virtue, and 
its legitimate reward. The leading Anglo-Native journals could do much to 
bring about a similar state of public opinion in this country; but they could 
only do so by insisting upon a high standard among their Vernacular brethren, 
For a national Press must first purify its own springs before it could become 
the fountain of honour. 

But while the Vernacular Press could do much, and the Anglo-Native 
journals could do more, the Government could also do something to ensure good 
results from the Bill which the Council would pass to-day. The preamble to 
Act IX of 1878 set forth the ignorance of the people аз a ground for obtaining 
repressive regulations against tho Press. ‘ And whereas,” it said, * such publi- 
cations aro read by and disseminated amongst large bodies of ignorant and 
unintelligent persons, and are thus likely to have an influence which they other- 
wise would not possess,” and so forth. The Council would observe that it was 
not the inherent, character of the publications that was alone complained of ; 
but the special effect of such publications upon ignorant men. Now, Ми. 
Нонтев did not deny that the action of а free Press among densely ignorant 
masses was attended with some peril. But the only true remedy for the dan- 
сако popular ignorance was the spread of popular education. If, therefore. in 

nally emancipating the Press, the Government could also seo its way to more 
widely educate the people, it would send forth Liberty not alone upon her tra- 
vels, but Liberty and Security hand in hand. A great work had already been 
done in public instruetion upon the basis of Sir Charles Wood's despateh of 
1864. But a still further extension of Vernacular schools would form the truc 
£omplement of the now perfected freedom of the Vernacular Press. 
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The Hon'ble Ми. PLOWDEN said :—“ I do not wish to give a silent vote on 
this ВШ. At the same time I shall not trespass far on the attention of the 
Соль]. І heartily approve of the Bill which is now under consideration. 
Whatever may have been the circumstances which led to the passing of the 
Act this Bill proposes to repeal, I think both the country and the Government 
are to be congratulated that the latter finds itself able (p repeal а law uncon- 
genial to English fecling and most distasteful to the Native population.” 


The Hon'ble ПАЈА Siva. РкА8Ар said he should vote in favour of the 
Bill. Пе wished to bring to the поцео of the Government that the word “Ver. 
nacular,” in the former Act, in his humble opinion, had done more mischief than 
good ; because, as far as his experience went, the Vernacular papers threw the 
responsibility off their own shoulders by taking extracts from the English papers 
and publishing translations of them in the Vernacular, and these translations 
мого circulated amongst. the more ignorant and poorer classes of the country. 
At this very time. during the present disturbed state of Ireland, extracts from 
Parliamentary debates were taken from the English papers, and translated and 
published here in some of the Vernacular journals, and circulated amongst. the 
ignorant masses of the people. This practice of taking a little from here and а 
little from there gave only a one-sided view of the question and could not do 
justice to the whole subject—did more mischief than anything elso, and, in his 
opinion, poisoned the minds of the ignorant. At the same time, the editors of 
the Vernacula: papers thought that they were not fairly treated. They quoted 
the Act as the Vernacular Press Act, and the people believed that what was 
written in those papers was written under restraint. If the Pena] Code was not 
effective, it might he amended; but he did not think that there was the least 
necessity for passing such a strict Act, which, he thought, had done more 
mischief than good. 





























The Нои” Ме Mr. Evans said that, having been a member of the Legislative 
Council when the Act was passed which was now about to be repealed, he 
desired to say a few words on the subject. 

1t was only paramount considerations of public safety that could induce 
him to vote for ап Act which deprived certain clas Her Majesty’s subjects 
of the protection of the ordinary Courts and placed their property at the 
mercy of the Executive. 

At that time the Exeeutive Government represented to the Couneil 
that the Vernacular papers were representing constantly to the ignorant millious 
of India that all their hardsbips and misfortunes arose from the incubus of 
the British ráj; that these representations were growing more frequent ; that 
the natural effect of such statements would he to give rise to a desire to shake off 
the incubus 7 that the political horizon was clouded owing to the Itusso-Turkish 
war and other circumstances ; and that the publie safety demanded that stringent 
measures of this character should be taken at once to stop the growing danger. 

ife was glad to learn that the present Government did not consider 
that considerations of public safety now rendered necessary the existenco 
ої such harsh and repressive legislation, and, under these circumstances, it was 
clear that such an Act should not be allowed to remain on the Statute-book 
longer (ban was necessary. No fetters should be placed upon tho Press, Verna- 
cular or English, unless the exigencies of the State clearly rendered it neces- 
sary- 


The Hon'ble МАПАЋАЈА JOTÎNDRA Монах Тавопв said that he must take 
the liberty to congratulate the Government on the decision which 19 had come 
to, to repeal that very unpopular measure which was known by the name of the 
Vernacular Press Aut, and the grateful thanks of the Native cominunity prere 
due to His Lordship personally for the interest which he had been pleaséd to 
take in bringing about а consummation so devoutly to be wished. He deemed 
it due to himself, however, to take this opportunity to say a few words in ex- 
planation of the part which he took when this Act was pgssed. 

"When the draft Bill of the Vernacular Press Act was laid before the 
Council in 1878, he said that, though “an advocate of the liberty of tho Press, 
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ће had no sympathy with “the low class Vernacular papers which had taken to а 
course that was, to злу the least, oxtremoly reprehensible.” But he thought 
and said that, to check the vagaries of these writers, “the existing provisions of 
the Penal Code were sufficient for all practical purposes,” as, indeed, he was glad 
to find, was the opinion of the Поп'біо Member in chargo of the present Bill 
and of his hon'ble friend opposite (Mr. Hunter). The Government of the day, 
however, thought that the then condition of the country rendered it absolutely 
necessary to pass a more strict and summary measure for the better security 
of the Empire. As this was the deliberate opinion of the responsible rulers 
of the land, who were presumably much better acquainted with the circum- 
stances of the country than he could he, he thought, he was bound in all loyalty 
to give his humble support to the Government, but, without, expressing any 
opinion as to the merits of the proposed measure in its details, Happily, how- 
ever, seldom, if ever, had any occasion arisen to put into force the provisions 
of the Act, and it had remained almost a dead-letter in the Statute- book. 

The present Government, he was glad to fird, was of opinion that a special 
Jaw was no longer necessary to regulate the Vernacular Press of India. Who 
could after this wish to see for a moment this most unpopular measure encum- 
ber the Code, especially as its very existenco served simply to keep up a feeling of 
irritation in the minds of the people? Tt had therefore, been wisely decided to 
repeal the’ Aet, and his hon'ble friend opposite (Mr. Gibbs) had been charged 
to consign it to the grave. It was а matter of no small gratification to him. 
that he had the honour still to hold a place in the Couneil, and thus had an 
opportunity of adding his shovel-full of earth to bury this measur 
was no exaggeration to say, had caused the greatest amount of dis: 
among the Native community from one end of the country to the oth 

This would be a memorable day in the history of Jlis Lordship’s adminis- 
trotion, and he felt sure it would be gratefully remembered by his countrymen 
as the day on which, under His Lordship’s auspices, the lost liberty of the Ver- 
nacular Press was once more regained. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Grons said that, as far as the observations which had. 
been made by hon'ble members on the subject.of this Bill, he found that there 
was nothing to which ho need reply. Не only wished to say that. he trusted 
the editors of the Vernacular Press would benefit hy the good advice which 
the Hon'ble Mr. Пипісг had given them in regard to the future conduct ої 
their papers. Шо would only repeat what he had said when he asked for leave 
to introduce this Bill that, should the Government hereafter find it necessary 
to tako stronger measures than were contained in the provisions ої the Penal 
Code, he might safely say that this Government, and, ho hoped, any future 
Government, would follow the example of Lord Canning on an emergency, and 
take effective measures to put a stop to any writings which were likely to 
endanger the publie safety. Пе had nothing to say in respect of the speeches 
which had just been made in approval of t.e course which the Government 
had taken in this matter, but he had one observation to make of a personal 
nature. He saw from the reports of the Verracular papers in Western Indic 
which he had carefully read, that he was credited as being one of those who 
entirely approved of the measure which formed the Act which they were 
to-day about to repeal. All he would sav in reply to that was, that he never 
saw that Act until he saw it as a law in print, and, therefore, it could not be 
said that he ever consented to the passing of that Act, nor had he given his 
opinion, before it was passed, that it was a proper measure. Пе gave his opi- 
шоп upon a very different measure, as would be seen from the Blue-book in 
which it was published. 

, His Exgellency THE Рикзгоент said that ће did not wish to detain the Coun- 
cil by any Observations of his own, nor did he think that he was in any way 
talled upon to review the reasons or motives for which the Act was originally 
introduced. All he desired to say was that it would always Бо a great satisfac- 
tion to him that it should have been during the time that Ве held the office of 
Viceroy that the Act had been removed from tho Indian Statute-book. 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

CRIMINAL PROCEDURE BILL. 

The Hon'ble Mm. Stoxrs presented the ‘Report of the Select Com. 
mittee on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to Criminal Pro- 
cedure. He said that the Committee had made in the Bill only three impor- 
tant amendments :— 

First, they thought that the present law gave too great latitude to the 
Courts with regard to the examination of an accused person. "Phe object of 
such examination was to give the accused an opportunity of explaining any 
circumstances which might tend to eriminate him. Tt ver intended that. 
the Court should examine the ac ad with a view to elicit from him some 
statemeut which would lead to 1 опус оп. They had, therefore, limited the 
power of interrogating the aceused by adding to the first paragraph of sec- 
tion 342 the words “for the purpose of enabling the accused to explain any 
circumstances appearing in the evidence against him." They thought the 
accused should always have this opportunity of explaining, and the Commi*tco 
had, therefore, required the Court to question him generally for that purposo 
before he entered on his defence, 

Next, they had amended the law as to whipping. They had provided, ia 
section 302, that no Magistrate of the second class should pass a sentence of 
whipping unless especially empow in that behalf by the Local Government, 
They had also provided, in section 392, that whipping should be inflicted with 
a light ratan not less than half an inch in diameter, and they had abolished 
whipping with a cat-o’-nine-tails, They had also prohibited the infliction 
of whipping on any person whom the Court considered to be more than 45 
years of age, 

Thirdly, they were of opinion that it was unnecessary and inexpedient to 
retain in section 423 the power, which Appellate Courts had at present, of en- 
haneing sentences on appeals presented by convicted persons, and they had 
accordingly withdrawn it, The High Courts, however, in cxcrcise of their revi- 
sional jurisdiction, would still have power to enhance sentences. 

They had also made several minor amendments in the Bill, most of which were 
specified in the report drawn up by the Officiating Secretary, Mr. Crosthwaite, 
to whose ability, zeal and care the Select Committee were greatly indebted.

RESOLUTION, 

The Governor General т Council desires to invite the attention of the 
Governments of Bengal and the North-Western Provinces and Oudb, and 
of the Chief Commissioner of Assam, to the provisions of the Inland Emigration 
Act, 1882, and to lay down certain principles for observance in working 
the Jaw. 

2, Tt should be recognised, first, that emi

8. In connection with the first point, it will be seen that three kinds of 
emigration ure now permitted by the law. First, the eriderant may travel to 
Assim or Chittagong independently of the Act, either of his own accord, and 
Without any assistance or inducement from others, or at the solicitation and 
with the help of an employer, or of ns acting on behalf of {һе employer. 
Here the emigrant, before or after ar y се to an ordin- 
ary contraet, also independently ої the Act; and the only alteration in the law is 
that the limitation of the term ої the contract to one year, imposed by section 
Tofthe Act just repealed, has been reseinded. бесом, the emigr 
ceeding to a-labour-distriet, again independently of the Act, and, as above, with 
or without assistance from an employer, may, in either case, accept a labour- 
contract under sections 111 and 112 of the Act, which сап be enforced under 
sections 170 to 1 This is ап important alteration, and its effect should be 
closely observed. The extent to which the tea-planters avail themselves of 
sections 111 and 112, particularly in the case of newly-importcd coolies, should 
be prominently noticed in the annual reports. Thirdly, the labourer may both 
travel under the Act and work under the Act, the employer importing labour, 
as heretofore, through the agency of contractors and garden-sardars. — Hore the

+. 2. In regard tothe socond point, sections 29 and 66 relato to the examin- 
ation of contractors’ coolies and eardari recruits with reference to their intonded 
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labour-contracts. Tt will be obsorved tnat' these sections provido in great 
detail that the Registermg Officers shall most carefully satisfy themselves that 
«ЎЫ coolie is fully acquainted with the true nature and meaning’ of the con. 
tract into which ‘he is about to enter, and that after that contract has been 
explained to him by Ше Rogistering Officer, he is frecht willing io enter into 
it. If the Registering Officer is not satisfiod upon these points, it will be his 
duty to refuse to register the contract and to sec that the coolio and hig 
dependents return to their homes. Tt will be for the Local Governments con. 
cerned to issue such orders as will secure that this duty is not discharged in 
а perfunctory manner by the Registering Officers, The Governments of the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh and of Bengal will doabtlesg satisfy them. 
selves, from time to time, that such examinations are properly conducted, - 

5. Instr ould also be issued by the Local Governments drawin, 
the attention of agistrates and other officers in the recruiting districts anc 
along the emigration routes to the provisions of Chapters ПТ and IV of the Ac 
which are intended for the regulation of recruitment and the protection of the 
coolies on the way to the labour-distriets. By section 8 of the present law 
the power of appointing Registering Officers has been enlarged : tho  selectior 
of such officers and the determination of the local s within which they 
shall exercise their powers, are matters demanding careful treatment. “As thc 
resources of the Inland Labour ‘Transport fund increase, it may be found 
possible to add to the number of the Registering Officers; and it is important 
that advantage should be taken of this power, with a view to facilitate the 
work of licensed recruiters, to prevent the delays which are now said to 
impede their operations, and to secure to the labourers that any misunder- 
standing re: should be remedied before they have 
gone far from their homes. ‘The executive officers should be active in the 
supervision of the accommodation for the coolies, in enforcing the safeguards 
against ill-treatment or neglect, on the journey, and in bringing to notice any 
abuses which may be attempted, or any defects which may be perceived, whether 
in the arrangements under the law, or in the conduet of the assisted emigration 
outside the law, which may now be more freely resorted to. Моге particu. 
Jarly, the system of serdari reeruitment, which has now been materially extended, 
antly watched. Attention should be directed to the effect of the 
change which permits any number of coolies to be reeruited by garden- 
sardars, and conveyed to the labour-districts without passing through the depût 
of a contractor. It has not been thought necessary to empower the Local 
Govermnents to prescribe particular routes which shall be obligatory, but апу 
objectionable routes may be prohibited. lt is desirable that the coolies should 
be brought on to the Eastern Bengal or Northern Bengal Railway as quickly 
as possible; and the special arrangements which now exist for the housing of 
the coolies at the terminus of the railway or tramway, before they embark at 
Dhubri for the river voyage, should be maintaincd in an efficient condition. 

. 6. Seclion 62 authorises Ше grant of a special license to a local agent 
which will enable him, without the intervention of a garden-sardar, to engége 
persons to be labourers on behalf of any employer. Such special licenses can- 
not be granted without the sanction of the Local Government; and, in the 
opinion of the Government of India, such sanction should be, for a 
time, at least, withheld, until it is seen whut kind of emigration will be 
most frequent under the new law. When special licenses ard eventually 
granted, there should Бе a distinct understanding that the local agent, in the 
exercise of the option allowed to him by the second clause of the «section, 
elect to appear with the labourers before the Registering Officer and require 
them to execute labour-contracts. 1t is not expedient thatthe operations 
contractors in the recruiting districts should be at once freed from all control; 
and it is not intended that the system of local agency (which mmy be paid 
agency), should be utilised to introduce a new class of contractors Who would 
work in the recruiting districts outside the provisions of the law. The primary 
object of the system of local agency is to represent, employers of labour in the 
supervision of the garden-sardars. Eventually it will be possible to makè free 
use of the special licenses under section 62; bat pregress in ^ 
should be of a gradual and guarded character., 
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7. Transport Бу rivor is dealt with in the fifth Chapter of the Aet, which 
leaves a wide discretion to the Licutenant-Governor of Bengal, and the Chief 
Commissioner of Assam, to secure by rules the proper provisioning of, the 
vessels, the due supply of medical attendance, and tho inspection and accom- 
modation of the coolies on arrival at the place of disembarkation. In former years 
the death-rate on board the river steamers has often reached an alarming figure. 
The recent improvement. in this respect is great and well-known. Phe Governor 
General in Council feels sure that there will be no relaxation in the humane 
efforts already made to check preventible mortality 

8. Recruitment and transit (except on the с above Dhubri, and 
in the Surma valley), fall within the territories of the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh and of Bengal. The chief share in the protection of the coolies in 
the labour-distriets belongs to the Chic! Commissioner of Assam, though the 
Government of Bengal is concerned with the regulation of labour in the Chitta- 
gong District and the Chittagong Hill Tracts. The following brief remarks are 
commended to the consideration of those authoritics. 

9. Sections 111 and 119, which permit labour-eontraets under the Act to be 
entered into in the labour-districts for a maximum term of five years, have been 
much discussed. ‘The Inspectors’ reports should show to what extent, on the 
ocension of their visits to the gardens, coolies apply to have their contracts can- 
celled, and how often it is found necessary 10 grant the reque: There is 
every reason to suppose that time-cxpired coolies thoroughly understand their 
position; but care should be taken to ascertain whether eoolies who may have 
been assisted to emigrate outside the Act, and have on arrival placed themselves 
under contracts of the above description, thoroughly comprehend the nature of 
their engagements. 

10. Section 113, requiring employers to keep registers and to submit period- 
ical returns, applies to all estates, whether the coolies there entertained he bound 
by contracts under the Act or not. The definition of estate has been so framed 
аз to bring two classes of employers within the terms of the section ; ziz, (1) 
any employers entertaining “ labourers” as defined in scetion 3, and (2) any 
employers upon whose land more than fifty other persons have been engaged to 
labour. In the case of the second. class of employers, the legal obligation to 
submit returns is now, for the Jirst time, extended to those in whose service 
there are по “labourers” iechnically so called; ќе. no coolies bo 
contracts under the special Emigration Law. The object: of these pro 
to obtain trustworthy and full statisties of imported labour. No returns a 
needed in the case of villagers under engagements to labour for a few 
ште; the statisties will only be of use in the ease of engagements. la: 
a year. The Government of India has no doubt that Local Governments will 
not be unduly exacting in the quantity and nature ої the statisties they call 
for, and that the planting community will recognise the importance of 
co-operating. in this matter with the local authorities, and of supplying the 

+ Government with complete and accurate information. It will he observed. that 
under section 114 inspections may extend to all lands anid houses, wholly or 
partially used by or for labourers, under the Act, or by or for any other natives 
of India who are not natives of the labour-district in which the estate where 
they are employed is situated. з 

11: In the regulation of labour under sections 115 to 119, the Inspectors 
should carefully inform themselves of the eter of the schedules of daily 
tasks throughout their charges, and should be in the habit of compu one 
schedule with another, so аз to arrive at sound opiuions as to th itabi 
schedules in given cases and to correct any inequalities in the treatment of the 
labourers... It is vory distinctly intended, —and here the Government of India 
feels that it сап count on the co-operation of planters us a body—that the 
опе day's holiday to be allowed in the weck under section 116 shall be a real 
Concession. If, in any individual case, any абістарі should be made to enlargo 
the daily task in such a way as to obtaia during the six.days the full tale of 
#Qgk which} on a proper scale of labour, would have been rendered in seven 
days, впой an improper prgcoeding should be, promptly repressed. The Gov- 
строг General in Council believes that this caution is” hardly necessary; but, 
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nevertheless, it will be right for the Inspectors to bear it in mind ‘when

ж 19. Svetion 172 empowers employers, or persons actinggm their Behalf; to 
arrest, deserters without warrant, unless the deserter be found withinvo miles 
of the place where а М rate resides or in the service of another employer. 
Tho radius beyond which arrests without warrant are lawful has thus been 
reduced from ten miles to five, five miles being a short distance which any one 
may reasonably be expeeted to traverse for the purpose of obtaining а warrant 
even where communications are bal. There is no evidence to show that 
thé large powers heretofore allowed Ту law to private persons in this respect 
have been abused or have oceasioned hardship. 1n the courts of justice, 
and in the machinery of inspection provided by the Act, th are ample means 
for the investigation of complaints or the discoyery of abuses. But the 
power of arrest without. warrant is one the exercise ої which requires fo be 
very carcfully watched, and inspectors and d and police oflivers should, 
therefore, pay particular attention to the working of sections 172 and 173; 
and the annual reports should contain information аз to the number of arrests 
which have been mado under this part ої the law and as to tho manner in 
which it has operated. 

13. On the Act as а whole the Government of Indir observes thatit is, 
of necessity, a mea: intended io mect a transitional state of affairs. The 
main reason for maintaining at this date a special law is, that epmmunica- 
tions between most of the lubour-districts and the rest of India are still 
imperfect. Tho improvement of communications with Assam. is ongaging 
the earnest attention of the Government, apd, with the gradual attainment of 
this object, it is hoped that it may become practicable to leave, both the 
employers and the employed to settle their relations, in all cases, under the 
ordinary law, as hey do in other parts of British India. Steps may be taken 
under tle fourth section ої the Асі leading up to this result. Local Govern- 
monis are empowered, with the previous saüction of the Governor General 14 
Council, to declare that any labour-district within their respective territories 
shall cease to he subject to all the provisions, or any specified provisions, оре 
Act. The successful introduction of a system of free emigration will fulfil the 
wish of the Government of India to gradually withdraw the application of а 
special law.

RESOLUTION. 

Tug despatch from the Court of Directors of the East India 
Company, No. 49 of the 10th July 1851, laid down in clear, though 
general, terms the principles which should govern the educational 
policy of the Government of India. If set forth (in. the words of 
Lord Dalhousie) "а scheme of education for all India, far wider 
and more comprehensive than the Supreme or any Le 
ment could ever have ventured to suggest.” Up to the time 
the efforts of the Government in the cause of education hi 
marked neither by consistency of direction nor by any breadth o 
The annual expenditure upon Public Instruction had been insigni 
cant and uncertain; and the control of its operations had not been 
deemed worthy the attention of any special Department of the 
State. The educational system elaborated in the despat as indeed, 
both in its character und scope, far in. advanee of anything sting 
at the time of its inception. It furnished in facta masterly and 
comprehensive outline, the filling up of which was necessarily to 
the work of many years. Hence it became a matter of importan 
that Government should from timo to time review the progress made 
under its orders, and enquire how far the superstructure corro- 
sponded with the original design. 

2. ' Such an enquiry was instituted by the Seerotary of State 
for India іп his despatch No. 4 of the 7th April 1859, in which, 
after describing the measures actually taken upon the orders of 
1854, Her Majesty’s Government confirmed and supplemented 
the lines of policy thorein contained, so faras gencral education 
was concerned, and called upon the Government of India for 
fuller report as to the operation of the system in all its parts. 
Owing to imperfections in tho method of the annual reports 
ва then prepared, the Government of India found it difficult 
to comply in any satisfactory manner with this demand of tho 
Beoretary of State, and it was not until the year 1867 that it 
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Wis found possible to present anything like a complete review of 
the whole educational sysfem. In March ef that year Mr. A. М. 
Monteath, then Under Secretary in the Home Department, submitted 
his “ Note upon the state of education in India during 3605-66 ; which 
wag followed by similar “ Notes,” prepared by his successor Mr. A. Р. 
Howell, dealing with the statistics ої 1866-67, 1807-68, and 1870-71. 
3. Та the year 1871 the control of the Educational Department 
was, under the operation of the financial decentralisation scheme, 
made over to the Local Governments; and the Government of India 
has since that time had to depend mainly upon the Annual Depart- 
mental Reports for its knowledge of the manner in which the educa- 
tional system is progressing, and in which it is being developed and 
adapted to the тото modern requirements of the diferent Provinces. 
4. In view of the facts that, since the measures set forth in the 
despatch of 1854 came into active operation, a full quarter of a 
century has elapsed, and that it is now ten years since the responsible 
direction of the educational system was entrusted to the Local Govern- 
ments, it appears to Iis Exeelleney the Governor General in Council 
that the time has come for instituting a more careful examination into 
the results attained, and into the working of the present arrangements, 
than has hitherto been attempted. The experience of the past has 
shewn that a mere critical review or analysis of the returns and 
reports of the dilfcrent Provinces fails to impart a thoroughly satis- 
factory knowledgo of the actual state of things in the districts, and 
that there ато many points which only an acquaintance with local 
circumstances can adequately estimate or explain. His Excellency 
in Council has therefore decided to appoint a Commission on behalf 
of Government to enquire into the present position of education in 
British India, and to nominate to this Commission a sufficient number 
of persons from the different. Provinces to secure the adequate and 
intelligent consideration of the facts that will be laid before it.

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6. It will be the duty of the Commission to enquire particu- 
larly (subject only to certain limitations to he noticed below) into the 
manner in which effect has been given to the principles of the des- 
patch ої 1854; and to suggest such measures as Й may think 
desirable in order'to the further carrying out of the poliey ther 
down. The Government ої India is firmly convi 0 
noss of that policy, and has no wish to depart from the prineiples 
upon which it is based. IL is intended only at the present time 
to examine into the general results of its operation, and to seruti- 
nize the efficiency of the machinery that has been set on foot for 
bringing abqut those ends, which the Government from. the outset: 
had ‘especially in view. ‘The general purport of the despatch of 
1854 was thus summarized by the Scerctary of State in 1850:

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7. Tt will not be necessary for the Commission to enquire into 


the general working of the Indian Universit which are controlled 
by Corporations comprising representatives of all classes interested 
in collegiate edueation. ОГ the results of their operation ‘a fair 
estimate can always be formed independently ої any special enquiry 
such ах is now proposed. Nor will it be nece for the Coni- 
mission (o take up the subject of special or technical education 
whether medical, legal, or engineering. To extend the enquiry to 
these subjects would expand unduly the task Богове the Commission. 
Again, the Government of Ind s itself very recently dealt, with the 
question of European and Eurasian education, and no further enquir 
is necessary as regards that. But with these exceptions the Governor 
General in Couneil is of opinion that the Commission may usefully con- 
sider the working of all. branches ої the Indian educational 
These branches are, it іх belie so closely connected опе 
another, that it is only by examining the emasa whole that any 
sound conclusions are likely to be come to. The Commission need 
not concern itself with the details of the educationai system in 
British Burma. The arrangements there are of comparatively recent, 
date, and in great measure peculiar to the Province. Any suggestions 
of general value that the Commission may evolve®an easily be 
applied to British Burma hereafter in consultation with the Chief 
Commissioner. 

8. 16 is the desire of the Governor General in Council 
that the Commission should specially bear ia mind the great 
importance which the Government attaches to the subject of 
primary education. The development of elementary cducation was 
one of the main objects contemplated by the despatch of 1854. 
Attention was specially directed in that despatch to the ці n 
“ how useful and practical knowledgo, suited to every station in life, 
“ might be best conveyed to the great mass of the people, who are 

с 
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“utterly incapable of obtaining any edueatión worthy of the name by 
“their own unaided efforts,” and it was desired that “the active 
“measures of Government should be more especially directed for 
“ the future to this object.” Although the matter was thus promi- 
and at the outset pressed upon the attewtion of the Indian 
tions, there ean, His ЕхесПепсу in Council believes, be 
very little doubt that, owing 10 а variety of cireumstances, more 
progress has up to the present time been made in high and middle 
than in primary education. The Government of India is not disposed 















in апу way to regret this advance. Tt would be altogether contrary 
tu its policy to check or hinder in any degree the further progress 


of high or middle education. But the Government holds that 
the different branches of Publie Instruction should, if possible, move 
forward together, and with more equal step than hitherto, and 
she principal object, therefore, of the enquiry of the Commission 
thould be “the present state of elementary education thronghout 
* the Empire, and the means by which this can everywhere be extended 
“and improved.” 





While this is the main object to which the enquiries of the 
ion should be directed, the Governor General in Council 
io impress upon it at the sume time the fact that it is 
not possible for the Govermnent to find funds sufficient to meet 
the full requirements of the eountry in the matter of primary 
education, if those requirements are to be judged by any European 
standard. The resources аб the disposal of Government, whether 
Imperial, Provincial or Local, are, aud. must long remain, extremely 
limited in amount, and the result is, not only that progress must neces- 
sarily be gradual, but that, if satisfactory progress is to he made at all, 
every available private agency must be called into action to relieve and 
assist the public funds in connection with every branch of Public In- 
struction. It was in view of “the impossibility of Government alone 
all that must be done to provide adequate means for the 
ation of the natives of India,” that the grant-in-aid system was 
ед and developed by the despatch of 1854; and it is to the 
xtension of this system, especially i jon with high 
and middle education, that the Government looks to set free funds 
which may then be made applicable to the promotion of the education 
of the masses. “Те resources of the State ought,” as remarked by 
the Secretary of State in despatch No. 13 of 25th April 1864, “to be 
“so applic s vho cannot be expected to help them- 
“ selves, and the т of the people should gradually be 
* induced to provide for their own education.” 

































10. In pursuance of this policy it is the desire of Government 
to offer every encouragement: to Native gentlemen to come forward 
and aid, even more extensively than heretofore, in the establishment 
of schools upon the grant-in-aid system: and llis Excellency in 
Council is the more anxious to see this brought about, because, apart 
altogether frm the consequent pecuniary relief to Government, it is 
chiefly in this way that the Native community will be able to secure 
that freedom and variety of education which is an essential condition 
in any sound and complete educational system. It is not, in the opinion 
of the Governor General in Council, а healthy symptom that al) the 
youth ої the country should be cast, as it were, in dài о same Government 
educational mould. Rather is it desirable that each section ofthe 
people should be in a position to secure that description of education 
which is most consonant to its feelings and suited to its wants, · The 
Government is ready therefore to do all that it can to foster sucha 
spirit of independence and self-help. It is willing to hand over any of 
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its own colleges or schools in suitable cases to bodies of Native gentle- 
men who will undertake tp manage them satisfactorily as aided. insti- 
tutions; all that the Government will insist upon being that duc 
provision is made for efficient management und extended. usefulness. 
It will be for the Commission to consider in what, mode effect can most 
fully be given to these views; and. how the grant-in-aid system may 
best be shaped so to stimulate such independent effort, and make the 
largest use of the available Government funds. 








11. It is specially the wish of Government that municipal 
bodies should take а large and increasing share in the management 
of the publie schools within the limits of their jurisdictions. The 
best way of seenring this result should also be considered Бу the Com- 
mission. ` 





12. Tt has been not unfrequently stated that the wealthier 
classes do not at present pay enough for the education of their 
children. The Governor General in Council is disposed to think that 
а good deal of misapprehension exists as to the real truth in this 
matter ; but it is one into which the Commission should make careful 
enquiry. It is no doubt right that persons in good cirewnstances 
should pay the full cost of their children’s education, or at any rate 
that no part of this should fall upon State funds, But in endeavour- 
ing to secure this result, care must be taken that по unnecessary 
obstacles are thrown in the way of the upward progress of really 
deserving students of the poorer classes. The Governor General in 
Council has no wish to close the doors of high education to all but 
the wealthiest members of the Native community. Hitherto those 
who have been most ready to take advantage of superior instruction 
have frequently belonged to families of comparatively limited private 
means, and there should, in the opinion of the Government of India, 
be no such sudden and general raising of fees as to carry high 
education beyond the reach of those classes who at present, фонд fide 
seck for it, or to convert the Government colleges into places to which 
only the higher classes can procure admission. But, speaking broadly, 
the fees in colleges and high schools should be on the whole adequate ; 
provision keing made by means of a proper system of scholarships 
for the rise of youths of proved ability from the lowest to the highest 
grade of institution. The feuds available for scholarships ought in 
any case to be so distributed that ample facilities for obtaining a good 
secondary education are held out to a large number of youths in the 
lower schools. The provision of scholarships tenable during a 
university course need not be so liberal, but should still be sufficient 
to afford tie best of the pupils of middle and high schools a fair 
opportunity of obtaining an advanced education if they show them- 
selves fit for it. The Government scholarships ought, however, in 
no мауло be placed on an eleemosynary basis, but should alw: be 
given as distiuct rewards for merit tested and proved by competitive 
examinations. "This will lenve a wide field open for the establishment 
of scholarships requiring local or other qualifications, through the 
munificence of private individuals or corporations. The Commission 
is yoquested to devote special attention to the whole subject of 
scholarships with reference to the foregoing remarks. 


















































18. In connection with the general subject of primary education, 
the Commission should particularly enquire as to the extent to which 
indigengus schools exist in different, parts of the country, and are, ог 
can be, utilised as a part of the educational system. The Govern- 
ment of India is disposed to advocate tho making as much use as 
possible of such schools. 
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14. Tho investigation of this last point will по doubt lead the 
Commission to consider the subjcets of instruction for primary schools. 
Tt is very important that schools of this class should be made as attractive 
as possible to the classes of the population for whom they ave intended. 
By teaching subjects to which the parents attach ідпровіалсо children 
will be more readily drawn into the schools, and it will not then be 
difficult о graft on to those more popular branches of instruction 
others which are more valuable from а sound educational point of 
viow. It is believed that the great hold which in many parts of the 
country the indi pols have acquired over the masses is 
due to the quasi-teehnical character of the instruction given; 
the son of the ryot and the petty trader boing taught, though often in 
a mechanical telligent way, things likely to prove useful to 
him in his daily lt would seem fhat in some provinces 
the advantages of this system have been overlooked in. favour of a 
scheme of elementary education. more in nceordanee мій, European 
methods and standards. 

15. Bearing those facts in mind, the Commission should consider 
how best to provide for the extension of primary schools, and in dis- 
cussing this the limitation imposed upon the action of Government 
by finan: considerations must always be borne in mind. Subject 

his if may be said that, generally speaking, the great object in the 
first instance is to get such schools established : their improvement 
ion fo a higher standard being, though of great importance, 
t of subsequent endeavour. Provision for such improvement 
sonable way, by a gradual raising of the standard of instruc- 
tion entitling to grants of publie funds must, however, be made; 
and the Commission should advise as to how th n best be done 
without attempting a too rapid advance or throwing obstacles in the

16. The arrangoments existing in diferent parts of the country 
for training the teachers of primary schools should be brought under 
careful review, and suggestions for rendering that training more 
efficient and practical should, if. possible, be submitted. . 








17. In connection with the subject of secondary education, 
the Governor General in Council posed to think that good might 
ult from an enquiry into the quality and character of the instruc- 
tion ас present imparted in schools of this class. The great majority 
of those who prosecute their studies beyond the primary stage will 
never go beyond the curriculum of tie middle or at furthest of the 
high schools. It is therefore of the utmost importance that the 
education they receive should be as thorough and sound as possible 
There are grounds for doubting whether there is not in some pro 
vinces, at amy rate, much room for improvement iu this respect. 
It might be advisable at the same time to enquire what pragtical 
steps are being taken to give effects to the suggestions of the Simla 
Text Books Committee, and the orders of the Government. of India 
thereupon, as contained in the Resolution of the Home, Revenue and 
Agricultural Department, No. 1—3-18 of the 10th January 1881; 
espreially as regards the arrangements made for teaching such subjects 
as may store the minds of the pupils in secondary schools with 
practical and useful information. It will be understood that the 
Government of India has no wish to depart from the principles laid 
down in that Resolution. It would be contrary to the policy of 
Government to adopt any measures that would have the appearance 
of restricting aided schools to the use of any particular class of text- 
books, or to interfere with the {тео choice of the managers in guch 
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matters. But it is desirable to know how far the general. suggestions 
of the Committee have found acceptance in the different provinces, 
and what is being done to carry them out in the ease of both Govern- 
ment and aided instruction, 

18. The Commission may further with advantage enquire 
into the present. fem of educational inspection, with a view to 
the removal of defects and introduction of improvements. Tt is 
quite certain that if there is any great extension. of. primary sehools, 
arrangements must Їж le for securing the assistance of a large 
amount of volunt. in the work of inspection and examin- 
ation. The most ely means of securing this should be cousi- 
dered and discussed. 




















19. Та its bearing upon (he grunt-in-aid system, the plan of 
payment-by-results will call for the careful consideration of the 
Commission. ‘The mode in which this is at present worked in th 
different, provinees,—the extent to which it would he wise or pri 
беде to enforce it generally, Из applicability. to primary as well 
as to secon 4 collegiate edueation,—are all matters demanding 
special investigation. 

20. stly, the Governor General in Conneil would wish the 
Commission to consider the important and difficult subject of female 
education, and the best means of encouraging and extending it, 
зо far as the eiremnst of the country will at. present, permit. 
The Government of. India has indicated. generally in the 
paragraplis the matters to which the enquiries of the Com- 
on may chiefly and most properly be directed; but it їх at 
liberty to express Из opinion upon any matter arising out of, or 
cognate to, the subjects thus referred to it. 

29. As regards the manner of conducting the enquiry, the 
Governor General in Council thinks that the Commission should 
meet at Calcutta as soon as Из members can be got together; and 
that it should sit for the tr: ‘tion of business until at any rate 
the end of March. After that the members should return. to their 
provinces, while the President, and the Secretary should arrange

. The Commission should then re-assemble yin December
